The 1991 Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival will be held 
August 30 - September 2, 
but already the volunteer 
Festival Committee, which 
plans the festival, is hard 
at work. Meetings have been 
held, the budget set, and the 
steering committee and of¬ 
ficers elected. 

The Greenbelt Labor Day 
Festival, now in its 37th year, 
is a four-day community cele¬ 
bration which includes a carni¬ 
val, continuous stage entertain¬ 
ment, special contests, athletic 
events, and a parade. The selec¬ 
tion of Greenbelt’s Outstanding 
Citizen, the Miss Greenbelt and 
Little Miss Greenbelt pageants 
and the Salute to Greenbelters 
at Work are highlights of the 
festival. The festival began, and 
continues, as an opportunity for 
fundraising and community in¬ 
volvement by the many commun¬ 
ity churches, civic groups, dubs, 
and organizations which sponsor 
booths, events, and activities 
during the festival. The theme 
of the festival is “Unity Through 
Community Involvement-” 

The festival is an all-volunteer 
effort. While the city provides 
the use of iits grounds and a 
great deal of help from city 
staff, the festival's annual bud¬ 
get, including the parade and 
stage entertainment, is entirely 
dependent on contributions and 
proceeds from the carnival and 
midway. The 1991 budget proj¬ 
ects income and expenses of $42,- 
285. The bulk of the income 
is from contributions and dona¬ 
tions, booth commissions, and 
carnival proceeds. The festival 
receives a small commission, on 
the carnival booths and nets a 
modest return on the midway 
games and rides. 

The festival spends small 
sums on each of the many ac¬ 
tivities, but the major expenses 
are the parade and stage enter¬ 
tainment The costs associated 
with marching bands and spe¬ 
cialty attractions for the pa¬ 
rade have increased in recent 
years. The competition for pa¬ 
rade attractions calls for Green- 
belt's parade organizers to wid¬ 
en the search for parade bands 
and marching groups. Fees 
charged and costs of transporta¬ 
tion are considerable.

Park Plan Changes to Save

under plans described at the June 24 regular city council 
meeting. Council also approved a two-year renewal of the 
fire station lease which sets limits on the extent to which 
the facility can be used for gambling events.

learned that five specimen size 
trees had been found in Schrom 
Hills Park. One, a Chinese chest¬ 
nut, was deemed too sick to save, 
However, the city has modified 
the park plans to save the other 
four and will seek to have two 
of them designated county cham¬ 
pions- 

The revised plans shift the 
soccer field 20 feet west and 
modify grading to save a Deo¬ 
dar Cedar with a 101-inch cir¬ 
cumference. This equals the cir¬ 
cumference of the state champ¬ 
ion for this species. Two planned 
park buildings will be moved 20 
feet north and the alle shortened 
by 20 feet to save a long-leaf 
pine. The pine’s 60-5 inch cir¬ 
cumference exceeds the state 
champion's girth by 4.5 inches. 

A large landscaped island sur¬ 
rounding two large oaks will be 
maintained inside the parking 
lot, reducing by 12 the number 
of spaces to a total of 95. 

Fire Station Lease 

Council approved a two-year 
renewal of the lease of the fire 
station by the Greenbelt Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department and Res¬ 
cue Squad. The lease will limit 
the number of fundraising activi¬ 
ties involving gambling to no 
mere than eight events per year 
and no more than two in a given 
month. (Weekly bingo will still 
be permitted.) 

In addition, the lease forbids 
workers at these events from 


and membership criteria for 
workers at the events. Gambling 
will be permitted only for fund- 
raising by the fire department or 
other nonprofit organizations. 

At the suggestion of absent 
Couneilmember Joseph Isaacs, 
council modified the lease to give 
council the right to ban gamb¬ 
ling completely if the fire de¬ 
partment violates the lease re¬ 
strictions. Isaacs called Acting 
City Manager Michael P- Mc¬ 
Laughlin to point out that the

Council, Citizens See Plans 
For Senior Housing Project

The Greenbelt City Council heard a presentation on the 
cooperative senior housing project proposed to be located 
adjacent to Center School, the site of Greenbelt’s Communi¬ 
ty Center. Alan Lockman, vice president of architecture 
for Greenhorne and O’Mara, and Sharon Foster, a planner 
with that firm, made the presentation using composite 
photographs to illustrate how the senior housing would look 
in its proposed setting. 

Jim Cassels heads the group 
urging the city to provide the 
land for the 8-story structure 
to be built on the library park¬ 
ing lot. He cited numerous rea¬ 
sons for creating the senior co¬ 
operative housing, chief of which 
was to enable senior citizens to 
remain in Greenbelt when they 
can't or don’t want to maintain 
an individual home. 

Pros and Cons 

A number of citizens spoke in 
support or against the housing 
proposal in general, while oth¬ 
ers addressed the perceived ad¬ 
vantages or disadvantages of 
this particular sate. Cassels out¬ 
lined the proposal and benefits 
to the entire community as well 
as to seniors living in Greenbelt. 

He felt that the community 
would be enriched if seniors, w*ho 
might have to leave the commun¬ 
ity, would be able to stay and 
live in the new co-op housing. 

He said that Green Ridge House 
has been quite a success and has 
a long waiting list. The new co¬ 
op housing would have no in¬ 
come limit and would be avail¬ 
able principally to current res¬ 
idents, Cassels specified that 
those who bought units woqld 
not benefit financially from this 
investment but that the intent 
was to provide affordable hous¬ 
ing for those on retirement in¬ 
come. 

Couneilmember Antoinette 
Bram questioned the provision 
of city land for a private ven¬ 
ture, raising potential concerns 
from precedent setting to pos¬ 
sible liability. Couneilmember 
Thomas X. White turned aside 
the question of precedence, say¬ 
ing that Greenbelt had already 


set what he deemed a good policy 
in providing public lands for 
schools, the library and other 
services. Leonie Penney objected 
to providing public land to build 
housing for financially able cit¬ 
izens. 

Rodney Roberts and others 
spoke of competing services for 
city support, such as services 
for the homeless. Tony Pisano 
supported the proposal, saying 
that the city would retain owner¬ 
ship of the land under this pro¬ 
posal and that it was necessary 
to take action to provide homes 
for the fastest growing segment 
of the community — the elderly, 
Margaret Hogensen, Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. Board Member, said 
that many GHI residents are old¬ 
er and many are finding the 
stairs and yards too much to 
handle. 

Question of Site 

Other co unci [members and cit¬ 
izens addressed the advisability 
of the library parking lot site 
and this particular design. Un¬ 
der the current proposal, the se¬ 
nior co-op housing would be an 
8-story building, including two 
stories of parking to provide spa¬ 
ces for library patrons and the 
housing residents and six stor¬ 
ies of approximately 100 one- 
and two-bedroom units. In this 
particular site, several stories of 
the building would be below the 
surrounding buildings. 

A number of people spoke of 
the need to locate the housing 
at the center of the city, near 
services and stores, and adjacent 
to the Community Center. Oth¬ 
ers objected.to the site with con¬ 
cerns about congestion and park-

Appalled 

Despite the interest in the 
community in the idea of envi¬ 
ronmental easements to protect 
our vanishing green space, the 
GHI Board of Directors is drag¬ 
ging 16 of its feet- At the GHI 
annual meeting the membership 
directed the board to set up a 
committee to explore the pros 
and cons of an environmental 
easement on their property. 

The Board’s first two actions 
were: (1) to appoint as chair 
of the committee a board mem¬ 
ber who has publicly spoken out 
against the idea, and (2) to ex¬ 
pand the scope of the commit¬ 
tee. Committee Chairman Freas, 
was reported in the News Re¬ 
view account of the GHI candi¬ 
dates’ night as asking to keep 
the land under the present for¬ 
estry management plan. Mr. 
Freas appears to be unconscious 
of the irony in his request that 
only “impartial candidates” be 
accepted to serve on the Wood¬ 
lands Committee. By expanding 
the scope of the committee, the 
board is limiting the amount of 
time and attention available to 
specifically consider the ease¬ 
ment. According to the Chair, 
the committee may not even 
meet until September! By ap¬ 
pointing a hostile Chair, the 
Board may be depriving the 
membership of a full and fair 
presentation of the possibilities 
that an easement holds for their 
property. 

The latest action of the Board 
only adds to my concern. In re¬ 
sponse to its advertisement in 
the News Review eight letters 
of application to the Woodlands 
Committee were received. Fol¬ 
lowing a discussion of nearly an 
hour at the Board meeting on 
June 20, the nine board members 
restricted the Woodland Commit¬ 
tee membership to seven, includ¬ 
ing Mr- Freas. The Board de¬ 
clined to provide a justification 
for the number seven when re¬ 
quested to do so. Given the fact 
that one of the themes of the 
GHI cooperative has been to en¬ 
courage active participation by 
the membership, I personally 
find the actions of the Board, 
with respect to the Woodlands 
Committee. Byzantine. Frankly, 
I'm appalled.

Open Letter 

To the Residents of 
Greenbelt East: 

As your Chief of Police, I have 
had the opportunity to speak to 
various community groups about 
the importance of citizen partici¬ 
pation in the fight against crime. 
This commitment by the com¬ 
munity makes possible the ar¬ 
rest of many criminal offenders 
within the city. For this reason, 
I would like to personally thank 
all of the citizens of Greenbelt 
East who were involved in the 
successful pursuit and apprehen¬ 
sion of four auto theft suspects 
over the Memorial Day holiday, 
Monday, May 25- The arresting 
patrol officers made it a point 
to inform me personally of the 
outstanding service rendered by 
citizens in aiding the officers in 
almost every aspect of the inci¬ 
dent. 

The incident began when a 
Hunting Ridge resident stopped 
an officer on routine patrol to 
inform him of a vehicle occupied 
by four youths who appeared to 
be “crusing” the parking lot In 
running a computer check on the 
tag number, the officer found 
that the vehicle had been stolen 
from Virginia. Within approxi¬ 
mately one minute, six patrol 
cars, including a K-9 Unit, were 
in the area searching for the ve¬ 
hicle- After the vehicle was lo¬ 
cated, a high speed chase ensued 
which ended on Morrison Drive. 
The suspects fled the vehicle in 
an attempt to escape on foot. 
Nearby citizens indicated to ar¬ 
riving officers the direction the 
juveniles had run. A lengthy 
foot chase then began. Officers 
reported that during the foot 
chase, through every occupied 
backyard they ran through, citi¬ 
zens volunteered important di¬ 
rectional information to the of¬ 
ficers. 

A number of residents took up 
the footchase along with the pur¬ 
suing officers. This included a 
surprisingly fleetfooted Council¬ 
man Putens. 

With this highly motivated cit¬ 
izen involvement and direct as¬ 


sistance from an off-duty Sher¬ 
iff’s Deputy and retired County 
officer, all four suspects were ap¬ 
prehended. The three juven:’ # 3 
and one adult were charged with 
felony auto theft and the stolen 
vehicle returned to its owner. 
Even after the arrest, citizens 
continued to assist officers by 
pointing out the general area 
where the suspects appeared to 
have tossed items while hidden 
from view from the pursuing 
officers. A search of the area by 
the K-9 Unit and patrol officers 
located a dent puller the sus¬ 
pects were believed to have had 
in their possession at the time 
of the incident. There is little 
doubt that these individuals 
would soon have found their next 
targets to be vehicles in Green¬ 
belt East. 

In this incident, through direct 
citizen involvement, stolen pro¬ 
perty was recovered, four sus¬ 
pects apprehended and a poten¬ 
tial felony theft of vehicles from 
the City prevented. I applaud 
the actions of all the citizens in¬ 
volved in bringing this incident 
to a successful and safe end* 

Recognition and continung 
thanks go out to all citizens in¬ 
volved in the different crime 
watch groups throughout the 
City and those individuals who 
take the initiative on their own 
to get involved. As this example 
clearly illustrates, you can make 
a difference.

ing. Several felt that the pro¬ 
posed number of parking spaces 
would be inadequate. Mary Lin- 
strom expressed the view that 
the building was too tall in re¬ 
lation to surrounding structures 
and the style of the city. 

Ray McCawley suggested that 
the proposal be evaluated on two 
levels: Is the housing proposal 
worthwhile and should the city 
pursue it and, if so, what site 
Should be suggested? Mayor Gil 
Weddenfeld outlined a similar set 
of questions to be addressed in 
an upcoming city council meet¬ 
ing, a public hearing and possi¬ 
ble referrals to advisory com¬ 
mittees. He said that there are 
two sides to the issue and that 
council will need to gauge the 
sense of the community and 
would provide public forums to 
do so.

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GEAC Discusses Recycling, 
Hears Development Update

James Foy, GEAC chair and Advisory Planning Board 
member, and Sheldon Goldberg, GEAC vice-chair and city 
council maven, shared with the other members of the GE¬ 
AC board recent developments on a number of issues, in¬ 
cluding recycling, the Hanover Parkway/Glen Ora traffic 
light, Schrom Hills Park and proposed developments, at the 
May 2 meeting of the Greenbelt East Advisory Committee 
(GEAC), 


Schrom Hills 
Kettler Brothers has been se¬ 
lected to develop the park, with 
a bid of approximately $800,000. 
Since $1 million has been allo¬ 
cated for the park, items that 
had been postponed to keep costs 
down, primarily landscaping, 
will be restored to the scope of 
work. 

The issue of primary interest 
remains the lake. According to 
Foy, city solicitor Bob Manzi has 
prepared all of the documents 
the county must submit to ob¬ 
tain the wetlands permit from 
the Corps of Engineers, How¬ 
ever, “they've gotten tougher on 
wetlands,he warned, and the 
lake size will probably be re¬ 
duced from the original plans. 
He predicted that there will be 
a 8- to 4-acre lake at the Han¬ 
over Parkway side of the orig¬ 
inal lake design, with a wetlands 
area at the northern, Greenbrook 
Village, end- 

“If we can't have Schrom Hills 
Lake, can we at least have 
Schrom Hills stormwater man¬ 
agement pond?” asked Dorothy 
Pyles plaintively. The stormwa¬ 
ter management pond at the cor¬ 
ner of Hanover Parkway and 
Ora Glen, which is supposed to 
be utilitarian, has attracted 
ducks and many other birds—a 
much better option than a “dry 
pond” or swampy wetland, she 
said. 

She, as well as Katie Calder, 
asked if the wetlands would be 
improved or left in the current, 
unattractive state. They were 
concerned that, in the interests 
of preserving “natural wet¬ 
lands,” the swampy area would 
be left as is. This area, which 
was to give the buyers of the 
homes adjacent to it a lakeside 
view, flooded last spring, forc¬ 
ing dredging of an emergency 
trench to relieve stormwater 
build up. 

Foy noted that the size of the 
lake is still in doubt and that 
“everything has to be designed, 
whether lake or wetland.” 

Traffic Light 

The request for bids for con¬ 
struction of the Hanover Park¬ 
way/Ora Glen Drive light had 
been sent out, with responses 
due back May 14- The light has 
been designed to provide simul¬ 
taneous, dedicated left-turn sig¬ 
nals from Hanover Park Drive 
ae well as Ora Glen, 

(Editor's Note: At the June 3 
work session City Director of 
Planning and Development said 
that construction is scheduled to 
begin June 17.) 

Recycling 

Charlene MacAdams, a mem¬ 
ber of the city's recycling com¬ 
mittee, told the board that over¬ 
all the recycling program was 
going well, although some indi¬ 
viduals had questions. Some peo¬ 
ple wanted smaller bins- They 
find the larger bins hard to 
maneuver or have so little re¬ 
cyclable materials they don't 
need a bin that large. 

Although the county earlier 
had issued smaller bins, no more 
would be ordered since plans call 
for expanding the scope of the 
program. Eventually more items 
will be recyclable, so that the 
larger bins will be more fully 
utilized. 


MacAdams also reported that 
some GHI residents had petition¬ 
ed the city to take over the re¬ 
cycling program. Thev feel the 
county reneged on its promise 
to pick up from GHI Homes' 
trash closets, since the bins must 
be placed outside the closets. 
They also felt the county had 
already prejudged the results of 
the “one-year experiment” to 
collect door-to-door in GHI when 
the county cited costs of picking 
up GHI homes as twice as high 
as the rest of the city, (Resi¬ 
dents in single-family homes and 
the townhouses in Greenbelt 
East carry their bins to the curb 
in front of their houses or to 
the street at the end of their 
row.) 

MacAdams noted that the 
county had to know the costs 
before collection began, since 
they were part of the contract 
with the recycling hauler. The 
county is willing to pay that 
extra cost. If, however, the cost 
escalates in the future and col¬ 
lection in GHI costs three times 
as much as collection in the rest 
of the city, the county may ask 
the citv to help defray this ex¬ 
tra cost- 

Several members questioned 
whether, should this request ever 
be made, the entire city, rather 
than GHI, should bear additional 
expense so that GHI residents 
can have greater convenience 
than the rest of the city. “GHI 
is not the whole city of Green¬ 
belt,” said Goldberg, 

Developments 

Foy reported on the status of 
two pending new developments. 
The court date for the Sunrise 
Development zoning challenge 
has been postponed, because the 
attorney for Sunrise was ill. 
Construction of Greenbrook Ma¬ 
nor, a Michael T. Rose town- 
house and condominium commun¬ 
ity proposed for Hanover Park¬ 
way below Hunting Ridge, will 
not begin until fall at the ear¬ 
liest, apparently because of re¬ 
cession-induced problems with 
financing.

Swim Pool Fees Spark 


by Diane Oberg 

Preparations for operat¬ 
ing the indoor pool are mov¬ 
ing into higher gear as 
opening day nears. As a 
first step, the Greenbelt City 
Council, at its June 24 regu¬ 
lar meeting, established the 
schedule of fees for the in¬ 
door/outdoor pool complex. 

According to Director of 
Planning and Development Celia 
Wilson, Kettler Brothers expects 
the pool to be completed on or 
near September 1. After that 
date the city will begin a period 
of inspection and training. Un¬ 
der the “punch list” procedure, 
city staff will conduct a complete 
inspection of the facility, includ¬ 
ing thoroughly testing all me¬ 
chanical components. The con¬ 
tract holds the company respon¬ 
sible for fixing any problems 
occurring during the first year 
of operation. 

Opening Day 

In a phone conversation, Wil¬ 
son said she would be "very 
surprised” if the pool does not 
open by October 1. She expres¬ 
sed satisfaction that Kettler has 
recovered the time lost during 
earlier stages of construction. 
She held out hope, in fact, that 
the pool could open well before 
October 1. 

According to Recreation Su¬ 
pervisor George Rogala, the rec¬ 
reation department expects to 
hire two aquatics coordinators in 
early August These positions 
are managerial. The full-time 
staff and life guards cannot be 
trained until there is water in 
the pool. However, Rogala stres¬ 
sed that all training will be com¬ 
pleted during the punch list 
phase and that “Whenever Kett¬ 
ler does say that we can have 
the building, we will be ready 
to open the facility.” 

Poo! Fees 

There was little discussion at 
the June 24 meeting of fees for 
Greenbelt residents. Staff and 
council had agreed upon those 
fees at an April 29 worksession. 
Considerable debate took place, 
however, over whether nonresi¬ 
dent fees should be set relatively 
high to recognize tax contribu¬ 
tions of residents or somewhat 
lower to attract more people 
and increase revenues. In the 
end, council raised most of the 
nonresident rates above the staff 
recommendation, but reduced the 
nonresident family rates. (See 
box.)

as just under 50% of the fam¬ 
ily pass rate- This contrasts with 
current county family rate of 
67% more than the single rate. 
Thus single passes in Greenbelt 
will be a better buy, relative to 
county pools, than the family 
passes. The county staff has now 
proposed a $25 increase in all 
pool rates, resulting in a family 
membership which would cost 


58% more than the individual 
rate. 

Councilmember Joseph Isaacs, 
although absent, left comments 
arguing for higher nonresident 
rates. Councilmembers Thomas 
X. White and Edward Putens 
concurred. White opposed the 
rates recommended by the city 
staff, which proposed no increase 
in nonresident rates for the sum¬ 
mer season while increasing res¬ 
ident summer rates. Putens ar¬ 
gued for higher nonresident rates, 
since residents are paying much 
of the cost through their taxes. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram and Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
were cautious about raising rates 
so high that nonresidents would 
go to county pools. Bram thought 
the city should “prime the pump” 
with the rates recommended by 
staff to encourage nonresident 
participation. After a few years, 
she said, the city could consider 
whether to increase these fees, 
relative to resident rates. She was 
concerned, however, that the pro¬ 
posed rates would encourage 
more single than family nonresi¬ 
dent participation. 

Weidenfeld worried that if the 
nonresident rates were too high 
relative to other nearby pools, 
nonresidents would go elsewhere 
and residents have to pay more. 
Higher rates, he said, would not 
generate a lot of revenue to the 
city but could discourage nonre¬ 
sidents from even trying out the 
Greenbelt pool.

Nursery School Adopts 
Financial Aid Program 

In May 1991 the membership 
of the Greenbelt Nursery School 
and Kindergarten Inc. adopted a 
financial aid program to assist 
parents with limited financial 
resources with school tuition 
payments. The program is de¬ 
signed to attract a more diverse 
student body. It will also help 
to accommodate the single, 
working parent Financial aid 
will be available next year—if 
funds are available—-to comme¬ 
morate the school's fiftieth year 
of operation. 

Although the school's tuition 
has been kept low because par¬ 
ents are expected to assist 
teachers in the classrooms and 
work on committees, the school 
has still been beyond the means 
of many. 

Previously, financial assistance 
was limited to those willing and 
able to perform jobs of vital 
importance to the school. The 
school's president, treasurer and 
membership chairperson receive 
annual stipends to defray their 
tuition costs. Work scholarships 
have also existed for those will¬

The school's commitment to 
meeting the changing needs of 
our community and its families 
is also reflected in two other 
recent school actions. The first 
is the adoption of a non-coop 
option for parents who cannot 
miss work to be in a child's class.
